Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant provided background/explanation of problems in the art 
and presented arguments regarding why Kraftson and other applied references do address features of invention. 
Applicant emphasized that the novel features of the invention include the attributes of the electronic medical record 
containing data not usually contained standard HL-7 formatted documents, the patient's control/input of patient specific 
data into the into the EMR, and conversion/formatting/ and segmenting of the printed patient questionnaire data into 
HL-7 format for import into an EMR. Examiner suggested applicant incorporate these limitations into the independent 
claims. Examiner also suggested that the Applicant submit additional articles mentioned during the interview in a 
formal IDS. Examiner advised Applicant that any amendments submitted at this point that alter the scope of the 
current claims would require further search/consideration. 
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
